Local police were sent on a manhunt 
Friday afternoon when an inmate escaped 
while being transported. 

Frankie Scott Young, 43, of Leighton 
Road, was arrested by Estill County Sheriffs 
Deputy Russell “Doc” Morris and Sherriff 
Gary Freeman at Old Pike at around 4 p.m. 
Friday after police searched the Irvine area 
for approximately an hour. 

Young had been in court Friday and 
was being transported back to the Powell 
County Jail when he ran off. 

Young was arrested in August by Morris 
and Freeman and charged with first degree 
burglary. 


Doug and Lisa Pinion of Barnes Mountain 
Road reported to the ECSO when they 
returned home from a business trip their 
home had been ransacked and “nearly all of 
their belongings were taken.” 

Young took 14 guns, drywall electrical 
wiring and fixtures and other household 
items including a 55” television, jewelry, 
knives and washer and dryer. 

The total value of the property damaged 
and stolen in the burglary was estimated to 
exceed $150,000. 

The Pinions advertised a $500 reward 
for information that would lead to Youngs 
arrest. 

For fleeing last week, Young is charged 
with second degree escape, a Class D felo¬ 
ny.

Patterson, 34, of Hope Estates, is charged 
with second degree escape. 

According to the indictment, on Aug. 
1, Patterson escaped police custody while 
being transported to Estill County for an 
EPO hearing.

The escape prompted campus alerts 
at Eastern Kentucky University where 
Pattersons estranged wife, Candice 
Patterson, is a student-employee.

Patterson was arrested in June and indict¬ 
ed last month for robbing the Cash Express 
on Richmond Road with a metal pipe. He 
stole $2,919.56. He was charged with first 
degree robbery. 

The grand jury also returned an indict¬ 
ment for Marcum Johnson charging him 
with fraudulent use of a credit card. 

Johnson, 22, of Beattyville, used his best 
friends credit card several times between 
Aug. 9 and Aug. 31, 2011, in Estill County. 

Johnson withdrew $3,502.48 from his 
friends account.

I was very lucky to have a journalism 
teacher who was invested me as a student and 
a reporter. She took the extra step necessary 
to make me feel confident journalism was 
something I could do as a career. 

The times I spent working on my high 
school newspaper are some of my favorite 
high school memories. My time learning 
about the trade in high school is the sole 
reason I was able to decide as a freshman in 
college what my major would be. 

I never switched or swapped majors and 


I was able to complete my degree in exactly 
four years because of my intense passion. 

Since high school, I have become invested 
in how important newspapers are to com¬ 
munities, particularly those the size of Irvine 
and Ravenna. I have also become passionate 
about encouraging young people to become 
involved in journalism in one way or another. 

I was so excited when I worked here in the 
past to see the Engineer Express printed in the 
Citizen Voice & Times monthly. I loved read¬ 
ing what the students were writing about. 

High school newspapers aren’t only great 
for helping students learn more about the 
profession, they are a resource for the com¬ 
munity. 

High school reporters are able to capture 
the realities of what students in our school 
system are facing better than I would ever be 
able to. 

They are also able to pinpoint for the com¬ 
munity what they find important in their 
school.

A community journalism course I took 
while I was at Eastern Kentucky University 
required the students to do an extensive proj¬ 
ect. 

My classmates and I chose to research the 
importance of newspapers in education and 
journalism courses in middle schools and 
high schools. 

I was surprised to find some counties 
have newspapers in even their elementary 
schools. 

The CV&T and other newspapers across 
the state will begin running a series titled 
“Unleashed: A Kentucky Adventure” as part 
of the Newspapers in Education campaign 


this week. The series is sponsored by the 
Kentucky Press Association. 

Three-hundred Estill County students will 
get free scrap books to piece together the 10- 
week’s worth of chapters of the story. There 
are also activities available online at kypress. 
com. 

I encourage parents of young children 
to have your kids read this content that is 
geared specifically to them. It’s a great way to 
encourage newspaper readership and literacy. 

I realize that not everyone in the com¬ 
munity sees the value of the newspaper in 
the same way I do. But, I want to extend the 
opportunity to any students who are inter¬ 
ested in job shadowing or talking to our staff 
about a career in journalism to contact us. 

Our office is always in a state of craze pre¬ 
paring for the next issue, but I think being 
exposed to a newspaper office is the best way 
to get students minds moving and their pas¬ 
sion for the industry sparked.

House fire shows little respect 
for property, feelings of others

Last week I took a photo of the 
house that burned at Wagersville 
which was only a mile or so up the 
road from where I live. 

There was no one else around at the 
time, and as I stood there on that hill 
beside the smoking ruins of the old 
house that was a neighborhood land¬ 
mark, I had to blink away a few tears. 

It felt like there’d been a death. 

The air was too still as I watched 
a few flames still flickering among 
the rubble, while smoke wafted sadly 
toward the heavens. 

I had admired that old house all my 
life. One of my grandmothers used 
to call it “the prettiest place on the 
creek.” My girls and their friends and 
cousins all used to say they wanted to 
live there when they grew up. 

Those were my memories of the 
place just as one who frequently drove 
by. I can only imagine what the loss 
meant to the family who owned it. 


Now there’s nothing left but two tall 
chimneys which look as straight and 
sturdy as the day they were built. 

The cause of the fire is “suspicious.” 
There were no storms in the area that 
night, no wiring to misfire, no one liv¬ 
ing there to leave a candle burning. 

The news called it an “old aban¬ 
doned farmhouse,” but that’s not 
exactly true. 

While no one currently lives there, 
the owners had kept the grass mowed 
and the exterior of the house painted. 
They had tried to keep it wired, but 
thieves stripped that out twice. 

The house was obviously still 
important to the owners, or they 
wouldn’t have made the effort to 
maintain it. 

Is it any wonder? The owner’s hus¬ 
band was born and raised there, as 
was his father. The oldest part of the 
house was almost 200 years old. 

Regardless of the value of the prop¬ 
erty, the real issue is that someone 
had no respect for another’s property 
or feelings. Someone didn’t care who 
they hurt or what they destroyed. 

The two tall chimneys standing 
there brought to my mind an image 
of the Twin Towers before they fell to 
terrorist attacks on 9/11. It’s hard to 
believe this week marks the eleventh 
anniversary of that fateful day. 

I remember clearly how the news 
rocked our world. 

That September 11 was a beauti¬ 
ful day here in Kentucky as well as 
in New York City, the sky blue and 
bright, just like the days we’ve been 


enjoying this week. 

The contrast between the beauty of 
the day and the horror of the attacks 
made them even more unsettling. 

Violent and destructive acts, wheth¬ 
er of great consequence or not, seem 
random and senseless to most of us. 
We just cannot understand why people 
do these things. 

It’s frustrating when justice is slow 
to come, or, as in many cases, seems to 
never come. 

Items are swiped from peoples’ 
homes and garages all the time. Gas 
stations are robbed, and law-abid¬ 
ing citizens live in fear. Sometimes it 
seems that lawlessness rules. 

Jails are crowded and the court 
system is overwhelmed with wrongdo¬ 
ers, so that some criminals do not get 
what they deserve. That’s frustrating 
to law-abiding citizens. 

Sometimes it’s very hard to pray 
for the people who steal and destroy, 
although I believe it is the right thing 
to do. 

Ultimately though, the criminals 
who seem to get away with a lot are 
to be pitied, because there are other 
laws at work. Call them the laws of 
nature, karma, or the laws of God, 
but I believe what goes around comes 
around. Sooner or later, people reap 
the consequences of the deeds they’ve 
done. 

Justice may not be swift, but it will 
come—eventually. 

If Osama bin Laden were alive 
today, he could vouch for that. 


Dear Editor, 

Ravenna has the highest insurance premium 
tax in the state of Kentucky. 

The tax is on your homeowners, motor vehicle 
and health insurance. 

The tax rate is set by the Ravenna City 
Council. 

After the rate is set, the city notifies the 
Kentucky Department of Insurance. The depart¬ 
ment of insurance notifies all the insurance 
companies that do business in Kentucky of the 
rates set by the local governments. 

Ravenna’s rate is 15 percent. The insurance 
companies then add 2.24 percent to the local 
government’s rate which makes the rate for 
Ravenna 17.24 percent, which increases your 
premium by that amount. 

Only two cities have higher motor vehicle 
taxes than Ravenna. The rate for Ravenna is 50 
cents on each $100 of vehicle value. Ravenna is 
more than twice the state average of 24.5 cents. 

Out of 407 cities that levy real estate taxes, 
only four have higher taxes than Ravenna. 

The rate for Ravenna is 50 cents on each $100 
of real estate value. The average for the state is 
21.8 cents. 

I feel that the citizens are overtaxed and 
underserved by the city. It will be hard for the 
citizens to move forward because of our high 
taxes.

Columnist says grandson 
continues to make gains at home

I think nearly everyone is 
enjoying the gorgeous fall-like 
weather of the past few days. 
The good soaking rains we 
had last week were just what 
our greens and turnip patch 
needed, but to all that stuffy 
humidity, I say “Good rid¬ 
dance!” 

I like to walk regularly for 
health benefits, but when 
the air is thick with humid¬ 
ity, walking becomes so much 
more of a chore. 

The past few days, though, 
it has been a pleasure. The 
air feels nice and crisp and 
the September sky is a perfect 
shade of blue. Fall wildflow- 
ers are blooming at their peak, 
providing a treat for the eyes. 

There’s more to be lov¬ 
ing about life than the latest 
weather, however. 

Our little grandson Clay is 
continuing to do very well at 
home. The past couple of 


months have simply flown by, 
but during that time our boy 
has managed to gain about 
seven pounds and has grown 
several inches longer. In fact, 
he’s now “off the charts” as far 
as his height is concerned, and 
he’s at about 95 percentile for 
his weight. Our sweet baby 
Clay is looking less like a baby 
every day, and more like a 
great big boy. 

He’s had a couple of appoint¬ 
ments with his doctors from 
UK lately, and it appears that 
not only is our boy growing 
fast on the outside, but his 
lungs are continuing to grow 
and develop. His pulmonolo¬ 
gist thinks Clay is ready for 
some trial runs off the ven¬ 
tilator. 

That means yet another 
piece of equipment was deliv¬ 
ered to the house, this one 
with one hose instead of two. 
The machine will provide just 
a small amount of humidity 
and a tiny bit of extra oxygen. 

The doctor recommended 
that Clay have trials off the 
ventilator for 30 minutes twice 
per day with those sessions to 
be lengthened as he tolerates 
them or until he’s completely 
off the ventilator when he’s 
awake. 

Although these steps are 
small and cautious, they are 
still exciting steps toward 
him being able to breathe on 
his own. Our boy is making 
progress, and we are thankful 


for every bit of growth and 
change in the right direction. 

Clay is still being fed entire¬ 
ly through the G-J tube and 
will most likely continue to 
be until he’s at least a year old. 
That’s OK—we’ll work on one 
thing at a time. 

These are just some of the 
physical changes that are tak¬ 
ing place. While our boy is 
growing, he’s also becom¬ 
ing more and more fun to 
be around. He loves to play 
peek-a-boo and be read to. He 
likes to smile and make faces 
at himself in the mirror. 

Being that seriously cute, is 
it any wonder? 

Clay waves “bye-bye” at visi¬ 
tors, and he has also learned 
that Mommy will come run¬ 
ning if he coughs a little. 

A lady from First Steps 
came to evaluate him for their 
program the other day, and 
she seemed amazed at how 
observant Clay is and how he 
interacts with others socially. 
She said she didn’t think she’d 
ever seen a baby with a more 
expressive face. 

I suppose that comes from 
all the time he was unable to 
do anything but study the faces 
of those who hovered near his 
bedside—family, nurses and 
other medical staff. We still 
stand around him a lot, gawk¬ 
ing and grinning like a bunch 
of apes. 

We’re just really glad to have 
him home.

Blueberry Streusel Cobbler 

Brenda Neal, Irvine 

1 pint fresh or frozen blueberries 

1 (14 oz.) can Eagle Brand Sweetened 
Condensed Milk 

2 tsp. grated lemon peel 

3/4 cup plus 2 Tbsp. cold butter 
2 cups biscuit baking mix, divided 
1/2 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
1/2 cup chopped nuts 
Vanilla ice cream 
Blueberry sauce (recipe follows) 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. In bowl, com¬ 
bine blueberries, Eagle Brand and peel. In 
large bowl, cut 3/4 cup butter into 11/2 cups 
biscuit mix until crumbly; add blueberry mix¬ 
ture. Spread in a greased 9-inch square baking 
pan. In small bowl, combine remaining 1/2 
cup biscuit mix and sugar, cut in remain¬ 
ing 2 tablespoons butter until crumbly. Add 
nuts. Sprinkle over cobbler. Bake 1 hour and 
10 minutes or until golden. Serve warm with 
vanilla ice cream and blueberry sauce. 

Blueberry Sauce: 

In saucepan, combine 1/2 cup sugar, 1 table¬ 
spoon cornstarch, 1/2 teaspoon ground cin¬ 
namon and 1/4 teaspoon ground nutmeg. 


Gradually add 1/2 cup water. Cook and stir 
until thickened. Stir in 1 pint blueberries, cook 
and stir until hot. 

Creamed Chicken and Biscuits

1/2 large onion 

1 1/2 tsp. butter 

4 cups chopped cooked chicken 

1 (10 3/4 oz.) can Cream of Chicken Soup 

1 cup sour cream 

1/2 cup milk 

1/2 cup chopped pimiento 

1 cup shredded mild cheddar cheese, divid¬ 
ed 

6 biscuits 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Grease the 
bottom and sides of an llX7-inch baking 
dish. Chop onion. Heat butter in a non-stick 
skillet over medium heat until melted. Stir 
in onion; saute until tender. Combine onion, 
chicken, soup, sour cream, milk and pimiento 
in a medium bowl; mix well. Spoon in baking 
dish. Bake for 15 minutes. Remove from oven. 
Sprinkle with 3/4 cup of cheddar. Place bis¬ 
cuits in single layer. Sprinkle with remaining 
cheddar. Bake until biscuits are golden brown 
or about 20 minutes. Serve immediately.

Birthday celebration is ‘big hit’ with 
90-year-old and former teacher

It’s not every day that a for¬ 
mer school teacher lives long 
enough to attend the 90th 
birthday party of a former stu¬ 
dent, but 98-year-old Hickman 
Patrick was able to do just 
that Sept. 2 when family and 
friends threw a party for Anna 
Liza Tipton at Salem Baptist 
Church. 

“We had a fine birthday 
party,” said Patrick, who taught 
Anna Liza at the Twin Creek 
one-room school back in the 
1930s. 

The pair had only seen each 
other a couple of times since 
their school days, but Patrick 
says that he “recognized her in 
a little while.” 

Patrick’s daughter, Frances 
Clark, said the pair “had a ball” 
at the party. 

In fact, Anna Liza is a huge 
fan of Cincinnati Red’s base¬ 
ball, so her children planned 
her party accordingly. They 
served a white baseball-shaped 
cake trimmed in red and deco¬ 
rated tables with peanuts, pop¬ 
corn and Cracker jacks. In lieu 
of a guest book, approximately 
92 guests signed a Louisville 
Slugger baseball bat. 

Guests sang “Take Me Out 
to the Ballgame” instead of the 
traditional Happy Birthday 
song at Anna Liza’s request. 

Perhaps her love of the sport 
stems from the days when 
Patrick would dismiss class 
early on Friday afternoons so 
the students could play baseball 
in the school yard. 

“We didn’t know three strikes 
was an out. We just kept swing¬ 
ing until we hit the ball and 
then we ran like heck,” said 
Anna Liza. 

Both recalled that a lot of 
things were different in those 
days. Utilities were supplied 
by “a water bucket and a coal 
bucket,” said Patrick. 

“I was my own janitor,” he 
said. 

Sometimes he gave students 
who lived close to the school a 
dime to arrive early and build a 
fire in the mornings. 

School supplies were scarce 
and had to be borrowed from 
the school board. Patrick’s 
daughter said he was particu¬ 
larly thrilled about getting a 
globe and maps because “not 
every school had access to 
those.” 

At the end of the school year, 
the supplies had to be returned. 
Students, including Anna Liza, 
helped gather up and carry sup¬ 
plies to Patrick’s Model A Ford, 
which he had to leave parked 
by Hwy. 82 about two miles 
from the school. 

Anna Liza and Patrick both 
recalled an abbreviated school 
year. Patrick said classes lasted 
from July to December. 

“That was during the Great 
Depression. There wasn’t 
enough money to pay us to 


teach more than that,” he said. 

Patrick was one of several 
teachers to be emergency-certi¬ 
fied to teach by Superintendent 
Mamie Scott although they had 
not yet met degree require¬ 
ments. 

After Christmas breaks, 
Patrick went to college dur¬ 
ing the spring. He completed 
a social studies degree from 
Union College, and then later 
earned an agriculture degree 
from UK when he graduated 
in 1942. 

He taught at several one 
room schools, at Hargett 
Consolidated School and final¬ 
ly at Lee and Owsley County 
high schools until he retired in 
1980. His career spanned more 
than 48 years. 

Since retiring, Patrick has 
had the opportunity to travel. 

“I’ve been to Japan, South 
America, New Zealand—about 
25 different countries.” 

His favorite place is right here 
in the USA, though: Hawaii. 

In his spare time, Patrick likes 
to “fool with” his iPod, iPad 
and his iPhone. His daughter 
said her dad has always loved 
gadgets. 

He gets around pretty good 
for his age and still gets out and 
“maintains my yard.” 

“But I’m working on 99 years 
and I’m thinking of retiring,” 
chuckles Patrick. “I think I 
might qualify as a senior citi¬ 
zen now.” 

When all of his children 
moved out of state except 
his son, who lives in Mercer 
County, Patrick and his wife, 
now deceased, moved there 
too, and he’s lived there since. 

“I’ve lived a good life—I’m 


still going, although I’ve slowed 
down a little bit.” 

Anna Liza says she too is 
in pretty good health for her 
age, although she’s considered 
legally blind. She’s widowed 
now and lives in Northwood 
Apartments in Irvine. 

“I have to be careful,” she 
said. “I don’t walk too fast 
anymore.” 

Although Anna Liza is con¬ 
sidered legally blind, she still 
has some peripheral vision 
and says she had no trouble 
recognizing her former school 
teacher. 

“I could tell it was him,” she 
said. 

She describes Hickman 
Patrick as being “a good teach¬ 
er.” She recalls a field trip her 
class took to town. They visited 
the Irvine Herald , or the “print 
shop,” and they also visited the 
ice plant. The field trip was 
written up in the Irvine Herald , 
in the Nov. 1938 edition of the 
newspaper. 

Patrick taught Anna Liza 
when she was in eighth grade, 
which was the last year she 
attended school. 

“I never really even thought 
about going any further,” she 
said. “We just didn’t have a way 
to get there.” 

Anna Liza got married in 
1940 and moved to Cincinnati 
for a while, where she became 
a Reds fan. She eventually gave 
birth to four children, one now 
deceased. 

Anna Liza would like to 
thank everyone who came to 
her party. 

I had a good time,” she said. 
“It was really neat.”

In 1963, I was appointed to serve a 
congregation in northern Kentucky, an 
area about which I knew nothing. The 
only person I knew in that community 
was a retired pastor I considered to be a 
friend. The county-seat town had received 
national publicity; a nationally circulated 
magazine had designated it as “Sin City 
U. S. A.” Although I moved to that com¬ 


munity with a great deal of apprehension, 
that appointment turned out to be a most 
pleasant experience. 

On the day of our move to that com¬ 
munity, we arrived sometime before the 
van bringing our furniture arrived. As we 
looked through the house to determine 
where things would go, the doorbell rang; 
my friend had come to welcome us. After 
an enthusiastic greeting, he insisted that 
we go to see a piece of property that had 
been acquired by the congregation as the 
site for a new church. He let me known 
that he was genuinely interested in getting 
that move underway. 

“Just do something, anything,” he said, 
“to let em know you mean business.” 

In the first few months I was in that 
community, things moved rapidly: A 
building committee was appointed, dis¬ 
cussions about design were lively and an 
architect was hired. Then, one day my 
friend and I looked at the new property 


again. 

He was even more anxious. 

“Do something,” he said. 

“Just dig a hole anywhere.” 

On June 15, 1966, the first Sunday of 
my fourth year in that community we 
met at the old church for a brief service of 
thanksgiving. Then, we placed the open 
Bible from the altar, the Christian flag, 
and the American flag in the hands of 
youth and marched through the streets of 
the city to the new building for the first 
service. 

As I thought about those who just 
wanted to do something and the effort of 
those who planned and worked so dili¬ 
gently to get everything together properly 
I remembered an ancient bit of wisdom 
that should be a guiding principle in all 
activities: 

“But everything,” regardless of what it 
is, “should be done in a fitting and orderly 
way”
